KING OF BELGIUM MEETS DEATH 


RIOT DISRUPTS PROTEST MEET 


CIVIL WAR IN AUSTRIA PROVINCE 


BRUSSELS—King Albert I, the be- 
loved hero-king of the Belgians, is 
dead—a victim of the sport of moun- 
tain climbing, which he loved so well. 

Alone, he tried to climb a 200-foot 
cliff, the Rocher de Marche-les-Dames. 
The projecting knob of a stone broke 
oft in his hand and the man who had 
climbed snow-capped mountaln peaks 
plunged 36 feet to death. He passed 
away on the eve of the 25th anniver- 
sary of his accession to the throne— 
a throne which he occupied regally 
through the most terrible days his 
country ever has known. 


The late monarch was 58 years old, 
and his son, Crown Prince Leopold, 
who will be crowned king on Friday 
of this week, is 32,

NEW YORK—A mass meeting cal- 
led as a huge trade union, and social- 
ist demonstration against the “slaugh- 
ter of Austrian workers” turned into 
a bitter free-for-all fight between So- 
cialists and Communists recently. 


Boos and yells, thumping fists and 
fiying chairs filled the vast Madison 
Square Garden as groups of strategic- 
ally placed Communists tried to break 
up the meeting. One man was stabbed 
in the back, and three women and 
nine other men were beaten or struck 
with chairs. Two newspaper »hoto- 
graphers were among the injured. 

The general free-for-all threatened 
to become a riot of serious propor- 
tions when a slim figure, Clarence Ha- 
thaway, editor of the Communist Daily 
Worker, leaped onto the speakers’ plat 
form. Socialists on the platform seized 
him, rushed him off and beat him as 
he was pushed against a guard rail. 
At this signal the Garden, with its 
23000 excited inhabitants, became a 
Bedtam: The platform itself, the huge 
aréna and the balconies rising to the 


ceiling, became the scenes of innum- | 


erable fights.

W. “Well, here is some more evi- 
dence that supports my contention 
that banks do not lend money. Listen 
to what the Right Honorable Reginald 
McKenna, Chairman of the Midland 
Bank, England, says; “I am afraid 
that the ordinary citizen will not like 
to be told that the banks can, and do, 
create and destroy money. The amount 
of money in existence varies only with 
the action of the banks in increasing 
derreasing dorosits. Every loan, 
, overdraft, or bank purchase creates a 
haeposth and every repayment of a loan 
overdraft or bank sale destroys a de- 
posit.” 

Hartley Withers (and you can't ac- 
cuse him of being unorthodox in fi- 
nancial “matters) says: “A credit in 
the Bank of England’s books is re- 
garded by

the financial community as 
“cash” and this pleasant fiction has 
given the bank the power of creatins 
casn by a stroke of the pen and to any 
extent that it pleases, subject only to 
its own view as to what is prudent 
and sound business.” 

You may not consider Professor Sod- 
dy is an authority in this line but at 
lease he is worth quoting. He says: 
“Is it possible in these days of dis- 
belief in physical miracles really to 
caricature institutions which pretend 
to lend money and do not lend it, but 
create it? And when it is repaid them, 
de-create it? And who have achieved 
the physically impossible 
thereby, not only getting something 
for nothing, but also of getting peren- 
nial interest from it!" Of course Pro- 
fessor Soddy is a physicist of Oxford

J, “If this is true, how long has it 
been generally known?” 

W. “It has never been generally 
known. Students of finance and bank- 
ing have khown it and accepted it as 
4 commonplace fact for years as wit- 
ness this extract from H. D, McLeod's 
book, The Theory and Practice of 
Banking, which was written years ago 
and used as a text book for young 
bankers. He wrote: “The essential and 
distinctive feature of a bank and 2 
banker is to create and issue credit 
payable on demand, and this credit is 
intended to be put into circulation and 
serve all the purposes of money. A 
bank therefore is not an office for the 
borrowing and lending of money, but 
it is a manufactury of credit. In the 
language of banking, a deposit and an 
issue are the same thing.” And here is 
another paragraph from the same 
‘book: “It is commonly supposed that 
a banker's profit consists in the dif- 
ference between the interest he pays 
for the money he borrows and the in- 
terest he charges for the money he 
lends. The fact is that a banker's pro- 
fit consists exclusively in the profits 
he can make by creating and issuing 
credit in excess of the specie he holds 
in reserve. A bank which issues credit 
only’ in exchange for money, never 
made and can by no possibility make, 
profits. It only bezins to make profits 
when it creates and issues credit in 
exchange for debts payable at a fu- 
ture time.” 

J, “Well are you sure that this is 
accepted by orthodox authorities?” 

W. “That is just what I have been 
quoting—orthodox authorities and pra- 
ctical bankers. I have purpos ly 
frained from quoting Major Douglas 
or ahy Social Credit writer, But listen 
—you know the MacMillan Commis- 
sion. Not the Canadian Commission 
but the larger body shat sat in London 
a couple of years ago? Well, it had 
bank directors and prominent financial 
experts among its members, Listen to 
their report: “It is not unnatural to 
think of the deposits of a bank as be- 
ing created by the public, through the 
deposit of cash representing either sa- 
vings or amounts which for 
the time being required to meet ex- 
penditure. But the bulk of the deposits 
arise out of the actions of the banks 
themselves, for by granting loans, al- 
lowing money to be drawn on an over- 
draft, or purchaisng securities a bank 
creates a credit in its books, which is 
the equivalent of a deposit.” 

J. “Well, for Pete's sake! I thought 
that a bank was a place where people 


re- 


are not 


took any spare cash and left it on de- 
posit in a savings account and then 
when the bank used these deposits to 
lend to producers to finance their op- 
erations. The difference between what 
the bank paid as interest on the sav- 
ings deposits and what it received 
from the borrower, 1 took the 
source of the profit. This is certainly 
a revelation to me. But that is all 
about the British system, Are you sure 
that Canadian banking is like that?” 

W. “I have been wondering if you 
would ask that, and that is why I 
have been digging around these shel 
ves looking for this little book, It was 
written by Professor MacGibbon of 
the University of Alberta, The date is 
1924, He says: “As a matter of fact, 
banks do not lend money to their cus- 
tomers but a substitute, the bank's 
own credit.” Now I admit that I have

Handicrafts In The West 


Shortiy after the conclusion of the World's Grain Show held at Regina 


Iast summer the question arose as to the uses to which the big quarter of | 


f& million dollar Grain Show building could be devoted, not only in connec- 
tion with tae annual provincial exhibition but throughout the year. Many 
suggestions were advanced, but few had any relation to the subject of the 
use to be rade of the building in connection with the annual Provincial 


Exhibition, possibly because of the size of the structure, the great extent! 


of floor space, ana the difficulty in these recent years of finding necessary 
funds to promote any large development. 

The writer now proposes to advance an idea for the consideration not 
only of the Regina Provincial Exhition Board, but of people throughout 
the three prairie provinces. 
in keeping with the international character of the project for which the 
building was originally constructed; because it presents an opportunity to 
encourage and develop one aspect of our western life we are in danger 
of neglecting; and because it appears to be a feasible undertaking at the 
Present time, and, in fact, may even provide a small source of income to 
many people who are in dire need of every cent they can earn. 


The suggestion we advance is that this building erected to house grain | 


and other exhibits of the nations of the world, or at least a portion of it, 
should continue to be utilized each year for the display of the handicrafts 
of the people of the many nations who constitute such a large proportion 
of the population of Western Canadian provinces. In other words, that the 
various racial and national groups throughout the West be invited, en- 
couraged, even urged, to revive their home handicrafts on a larger scale 


than before and to exhibit the same, the understanding being that the ex- | 


hibitors have the right to sell the goods they have placed on exhibit if they 
so desire 


What, we ask, could provide a more colorful, interesting and instructive | 


exhibition than a continuous series of booths each devoted to the handi- 
crafts of different national groups, presided over by men and women of 
each particular group, dressed in their national costumes? 


Some years ago the C.P.R. sponsored the holding of exhibitions of handi- | 


crafts throughout Canada, and these were attended by thousands of inter- 
ested visitors. In conjunction with such exhibitions, festivals and concerts 


featuring the music of different countries were held. Recently, at Regina, | 


« highly successful folk festival and dance was held in which hundreds of 
citizens of non-English speaking nationalities participated, each providing 
their own orchestra or band. 

The people of every nationality have some worthwhile contribution 
they can make to the upbuilding of this Canadian nation. These people 
have chosen Canada, yes, Western Canada, as their home; they are bringing 
their children up to be Canadians. They have a wealth of tradition ar'sing 
out of the past histories of their native lands, of music, poetry, literature, 
and a bewildering array of handicrafts to contribute that will add richness 
to this young nation now in the making. They should be encouraged to 
make this contribution. It should be impressed upon them that they are 
welcome in Canada; that so far from asking or expecting them to forget 
their old homelands and the customs and traditions and handicrafts of their 
native countries, we want them to add these as a contribution to the greater 
beauty and strength of Canada, 


Why not, therefore, utilize at least a portion of the fine World’s Grain 
Show building to develop a little annual international exhibition put on by 
the people of many lands now resident in our midst on these Western plains ? 
Let us have the flags of all nations waving again over booths filled with 


the arts and handicrafts of Germany, Poland, Norway, Sweden, Iceland, Bel- | 


gium, Holland, Italy, Jugo-Slavia, Czecho-Slovakia, Roumania, Ukraine, 
Greece, Russia, Austria, Hungary. Let us include China and Japan, who 
have representatives in our midst. And the Irish, the Scotch, the Welsh 
should join their contributions with the English, and the French-Canadians 
to round out the whole. 


At the World's Grain Show last summer there were a few of these 
handicraft exhibits, and they were most interesting although rather over- 
shadowed by the magnitude of the show in other respects. But with one 
wing of the big building arranged in attractively decorated 
beoths, with exhibits of the arts and handicrafts of each nation on display, 
with national flags and national costumes,—and all of which could be pro- 
vided by and through people now resident in the prairie provinces,—a use 
can be made of the Grain Show building which will return a dividend to 
Canada, not in cash perhaps, but in nation building. At the same time 
activity in national arts and handicrafts will be encouraged, these arts and

Science is at it again, this time | 
taking away the reputation of the 
Arcti¢. That resort is getting 
warmer. Not much, it is true, but 
give it time—geologic time, that is. 
Recently it was discovered that the 
Cornell glacier, in Greenland, which 
in 1896 was four hundred miles north 
of the Arctic Circle, is now about 
three-fifths of a mile farther for- 
ward, Further it was found that in 
tundra districts of our nortaland the 
forest line is advancing at the rate 
of one mile a century. 

However, it will be quite some 
time before skating will have to be 
abandoned, for there is a matter of 
five million square miles of ice at 
the Antarctic and 1,000,000 in the 
North, and, anyway, scientists give 
it is a considered opinion that we are 
now living in the Quaternary ice age, 
which began about 600,000 years ago. 
They add, just in case there are some 
laymen who consider this ice at the 
poles and elsewhere as a settled earth 
policy, that there have been various 
ice ages and between times there are 
mild intervals which are measured 
by tens of millions of years. 

When the ice melts it will mean 
a lot of increase in the oceans and 
perhaps in the lakes, and there is 
even danger that some sections of 
the earth will be completely sub- 
merged. But there is no need yet to 
built rafts.

League Of Nations Still Best Instru- 
ment To Prevent War 
International co-operation through 
the League of Nations is the world's 
best medium for peace, declared Dr. 
R. C, Wallace, president of the Uni- 
versity of Alberta, in a recent state- 
ment. The league was in existence. 
Its machinery was adequate but edu- 
cation was needed to -enlist the co- 
operation of the nations. 

Before the Great War nations en- 
deavored to maintain peace by the 
balance of power. This method fa'l- 
ed as did other makeshifts to 
humanize war through treaty-sign- 
ing. After the war the world tried a 
new system, that of collective action. 
The League of Nations was establish- 
ed to settle disputes by law and 
arbitration, but was handicapped 
through the refusal of the United 
States to join. 

The machinery for world-w:de 
peace was established, said Dr. Wal- 
lace, but education was needed to 
force its use. Several issues had to 
be faced—how could nations be as- 
sured of reasonable room for expan- 
sion and growth; how could they 
have equality; how could different 
standards of living and value be ad- 
justed? These problems must be 
faced in the spirit of collective en- 
deavor, on no other foundation can 
permanent peace be maintained.

Idea Worth Imitating 


Rhode Island School Children Inter- | 


ested In Planting Trees 

Raode Island is experimenting with 
a novel reforestation plan which will 
find many imitators if public funds 
ever again become available for 
such things. It is an idea deserving 
to be on file for future use. 

On five acres of land donated to 
the town the school children of West 
Greenwich are planting 4,500 trecs 
donated by the State Forestry Asso- 
ciation. An expert forester bosses the 
planting job. 

Thus will a new forest be planted, 
children schooled in forestry and tbe 
|aims of reforestation brought home 
to an entire community. The school 
| children will plant and cultivate their 
|forest and protect it from insect 
lenemies, and will go out into the 
world knowing more than their par- 
jents about trees.

New York’s Milk Consumption 


Average Is Given As Three Million 
Quarts Daily 

New York City’s average consump- 

tion of milk is about 3,000,000 quarts 

'a day. As the estimated population 
is 7,218,000, the allowance for every 
man, woman and child is nearly a 
pint. Before depression the daily con- 
sumption was about 3,500,000 quarts, 
or very close to a full point. 

Infants are the lafgest consumers, 
as the specialists in child hygiene 

{think that approximately a quart a 
| day is required for the well-being of 
those tender years, 

In recent years the consumption 
of milk had been steadily gaining in 
the metropolis owing largely to the 
recommendation of the medical pro- 
fession and to the high standard of 
purity enforced by the local board 
of health. 

In the period 1910-4, for instance, 
the daily per capita allowance for 
persons of all ages wag only a little 
more than half a pint, and in 1923 
it had risen to four-fifths of that 
measure. The city alone uses each 
ke about 117,000 quarts of cream.
